FOOD CONSERVATION 


The following- statement from 
the 


United 
States 
food 
administration 


which has been received by, the local 
food conservation committee will be of 
interest to .Lowell people who have 
the idea that their stock of canned 
goods, garden goods,, etc., will be tak- 
en away from them forcibly by tho 
grovernment: 


"Tha United States government ia 


not taking away from the people, and 
will not take away from them in the 
future, any of the canned goods, pre- 
serves, home-grown 
food, 
or 
usual 


stocks of provisions bought a.nd kept' 
in the pantry or cellar for family use. 


"All reports to the contrary are false 


and come originally from the enemy 
or friend,s of the enemy with tho in- 
tention of frightening and confusing 
the people, and thus interfering with 
the government's plans for food con- 
servation. Anyone coining to you pre- 
tending to be a government or food 


administration official to demand any 
of your family food supplies, is an 
enemy agent and should be reported 
to the nearest officer for punishment 
by law. 


"Hoarding, however, is another mat- 


ter and is wrong. 
By hoarding la 


meant the buying and holding of larg- 
er supplies of food than customary in 
peace times. This is not only unneces- 
sary aud selfish, but 
iH an injury to 


the common good and may even imperil 
the winning of the war. 
The govern- 


ment, prohibits hoarding."

or children, says a bulletin just issued 
y the children's bureau of the United 
tales department of labor. Milk 's de- 
crlbed as the indispensable food for 
hildren and whenever the milk supply 
s limited the life and health of the peo- 
le are imperiled. 
The probable effect of the war on the 


icalth and welfare of our children is 
est learned from the experience of the 
European countries. It is to avert such 
onditions as now exist in Europe that 
he children's bureau of the labor de- 
itrtment is pointing out the necessity 
it increasing and conserving our mills 


In order to supply food to the allies 


his country must prepare to feed an 
ver increasing number. This can be 
cone in two ways: by increased produc- 
'on or by decreased use of food. Pood 
nay be saved by eathiB less, by substl- 
ution or by elimination of waste. None 
of these methods will impair the health 
cf the adult. But the child cannot have 
13 food curtailed. 
Neither is it wiss 


o attempt, except in case of cereals, 
.substitution of foods, asserts the chil- 
dren's bureau. 
Before the war the United States im- 


lorted large quantities of milk products 
'rom the northern European countries. 
Likewise our allies and 
particularly 


England and Belgium depended to a 
iuree extent for dairy products 
from 


these countries. Now this supply is 
completely shut off: The United States 
is compelled to not only give up ks im- 
ports but must be a large exporter ot 
these commodities to the allies. 


According to the bulletin of. the bu- 


reau, the'existing situation 
demands 


that the number of milch cows must 
be increased In this .country or the en- 
tire world will face 
the -calamity o 


milk shortage. The growing demands 
on the country for milk production haa 
not been met by a corresponding in- 
crease in dairy herds. . The per capita 
milk production in the United States i- 
now only about one duart including tha 
used for all purposes. 
It has not in 


creased since 1300 and, unless immedi- 
ate steps are taken to augment and con 
serve the dairy industry, it. will fal 
ra.pidly. 
In Europe the milch cow has 
beei 


sacrificed on account of the scarity o 
meat and the inability to get fodder 
Similar conditions, it is asserted, now 
threaten the dairy 
industry 
in 
thif 


country and, unless radical 
measures 


are taken to prevent it, the same situa 
tion will obtain. 
It is an astonishing 


fact, the department bulletin shows 
that the price of feed has increased re 
cently from 100 to 200 per cent, whlli 
the price of milk has 
advanced no 


more than 20 per cent. As a war meas 
lire immediate action is imperative to 
save and further the country's dairy 
industry.

been a happy refuge, for were they a 
home in their own land most of them 
would, undoubtedly be dead. Many o 
them Would have been killed in battle 
and many others in the wholesale de 
struction of towns and cities, or per- 
haps by exposure or starvation. 


While we hear a great deal of the 


* eurtenngs of Belgium, terrible though 
\ they have been and are even at 
! present, yet Poland as the country 
| .over which the armies of Germany, 
I Austria and Russia 
repeatedly ad- 


v I vanced and retreated, has suffered im- 
f 1 measurably more. Her plight in large 


i areas has reached the point of utter 


extermination. 
in ail Poland 


Is it any wonder that 
today there is not a 


child under seven years of age and 
very few of ten years? 


The Polish race prior to the opening 


of hostilities in 1914. numbered about 
25.000,000 people, but while it is im- 
possible to state with accuracy how 
many remain today, yet it is estimated 
that from five to eight millions have 
been wiped out as a direct result of 


; the war. 


It was the fate of unhappy Poland 


that it was the buffer state, the con- 


] tmuous battle ground 
of the eastern 


•• battlefront over which for three years 


the armies of Russia and the central 
powers fought like the ebb and flow of 
\ the tides. When one retreated it de- 
} Btroyed everything that might be of 
* use to the pursuing enemy and 
the 


'Isrmans, more destructive and liend- 
i-,h than I he Russians, swept every- 
thing nith fire and sword, open pil- 


' lafic nameless outrage and slaughter. 


Thus were burned :tOO cities and towns 
and many thousands of villages with 
fhurches, schools, hospitals, and the 
\orne;. of the" people all reduced to 


" .Jieaps of ruins. It is estimated thai 


the property loss in Poland since the 
beginning of the war has been eight 
billion dollars or one billion less than 
the total wealth of Belgium before the 
war. 


Is it any wonder thai all the children 


are dead' Is it any wonder that with 
the children have perished millions of 
women, aye and also millions of men, 
tortured by cruelty, broken by despair 
arid want, left without relief or the 


•• possibility of succor? 


Poland hits been unable to make her 


ghffnrings known to the world because 
cut off from communication by mail 
and because the afflicted were unable 
to escape from the country to a place 
of refuge. 
With Belgium the case has 


been different. 
Many of the Belgians 


were able to escape to other countries 
and loll the story of their sufferings, 
while Cardinal Mercier, the 
fearless 


defender of his people, made the ruth- 
lessncss of 
Germany known 
to 
the 


world and defied the Huns to silence 
or kill him. But pnor Poland, swept 
by the ruinous tread of armies, swept 
by fire, by pestilence and starvation, 
has suffered untold agonies in silence 
!ind without being able lo make her 
tribulations known to the outer world.

called tho granary of Europe, and as

plentiful and should be bought by the 
public instead of the relatively scarce 
haddock, according to a report submit- 
ted by James J. Phelan, chairman of 
the sub-committee on fish and poultry 
of the state 
food 
administration, to 


Food Administrator Endicott yesterday 
afternoon. 


Furthermore, ilr. Phelan announces 


that his committee has received infor- 
mation from the fishermen that flound- 
ers may be expected in large quantities 
about April 1 and sugrgests to Massa- 
chusetts 
people that they consume 


these excellent fish, adding that New 
York receives the larger percentage of 
this catch because of the small demand 
for it here. 


Mr. Phelan's report closes 
with 
a 


warning1 to consumers about insisting 
upon the use of comparatively scarce 
fish instead of using the plentiful sub- 
stitutes. He calls attention to the suc- 
cess of the "whiting" drive, which re- 
sulted in the sale of 150,000 pounds in 
industrial centres recently. 


His report in full follows: 
"As you have undoubtedly noticed, 


and as we have been expecting1 with the 
better weather and other improved con- 
ditions in the fishing trade, 
the fish 


catch is increasing and gradually cer- 
tain fish are becoming more plentiful 
in the market, with the result 
that 


prices are dropping. It is our expecta- 
tion that even lower prices will and 
should prevail as 
conditions further 


improve. 


"Just at 
present codfish 
are more 


abundant and prices are more reason- 
able; in fact, they are much lower than 
has been the rule for tho past four 
months. There IB yet a scarcity of had- 
dock, but we believe this condition is 
improving. 


"We would, however, call to your at- 


tention that the public would do better 
at this time to order cod in preference 
to haddock, or until such time'as had- 
dock becomes more plentiful and prices, 
accordingly, lower. In fact, we think 
that the public should have impressed 
upon them the necessity of watching 
market reports through the daily news* 
papers and confining their purchases so 
far as possible to the fish that such re- 
ports indicate as more plentiful. 
After 


all is said and done, no matter 
how 


much price fixing; and adjusting may be 
attempted, the old law of supply and 
demand must and will enter into the 
question. 


"Furthermore, we would point out, 


an we have tried to repeatedly during 
the past six months, that there are 
quite a few fish caught in 
plentiful 


quantities in season oft our own shores 
that have been consumed very little 
heretofore within the borders of 
our 


state. 


"Whiting was one of 
these, 
upon 


which we recently made a drive ha* 
cause of its low price, resulting1 In the 
public 
of 
Massachusetts consuming 


seme 150,000 pounds, all of which was 
obtained at a figure which was then 
lew for tish in the market. 
The con- 


sumption of this fish, therefore, in Mas- 
sachusetts was practically nil. 


'\Ve arc now told by the fishermen 


that we can expect a fairly large sup- 
ply of flounders about the first of April. 
In the past Massachusetts 
has con- 


sumed very little of this sea product, 
with the result that a large percentage 


the fish has boon shipped to 
Now 


York and other points out of the state. 
It is really a very wholesome fish and 
at the right price should be used to a 
greater extent in Massachusetts. 


"In a word, whether It applies to fish, 


or any more food commodity, if tho pub- 
lic are going' to insist upon obtaining 
that which may bo scarce, it is to be 
expected that they will be obliged to 
pay higher prices. 
Our suggestion to 


the public would be In every iuwtanco to 
turn to the substitutes and In doing so 
lelcr-t the substitute that may be most 
plentiful 
and

lower price, because of tho grealor sup- 
ply of the product, should bo paid."

BOSTON* March 20.— The 


committee on banks and banking gave 
a hearing: at the state house yesterday- 
afternoon on a bill to exempt from tax- 
ation the income received by inhabi- 
tants of Massachusetts from money de- 
posited in the savings banks of other 
states. An act which was supposed to 
be satisfactory was adopted by the leg- 
islature several weeks ago and is now 
on the statute books, but it has since 
tianspired that it was not adequate 
and, 
consequently a new bill was pre- 
pared. 


The reason, for the drafting of the 


two bills was an act passed by the New 
Hampshire legislature at its last ses- 
sion. 
That act provided that income 


received by inhabitants of that sta'e 
irom money deposited In sayings banks 
in other states should be taxed, but th-- 
act provided also that it should not ap- 
ply against money deposited in the sav- 
ings banks of states which 
relieved 


from taxation the income received from 
funds deposited in New Hampshire sav- 
ings banks.

FOOD CONSERVATION 


The following statement from 
the 


United 
States 
food 
administration 


which has been received by the local 
food conservation committee will be of 
interest to Lowell people who have 
the idea that their stock of canned 
goods, garden goods, etc., will b« tak- 
en away from them forcibly by the 
government: 


"The United States government is 


oot taking away from the people, and 
will not take away from them in the 
future, any of the canned goods, pre- 
serves, home-grown 
food, 
or 
usual 
stocks of provisions bought and kept 
in the pantry or cellar for family use, 


"All reports to the contrary are false 


and come originally from the enemy 
or friends of the enemy with the in- 
tention of frightening and confusing 
the people, and thus interfering with i 
the government's plans for food con- 
servation. Anyone coming to you pre- 
tending to be a government or food 


administration 
official to demand any 


of your 'family food supplies, is an 
enemy agent and should be reported 
to the nearest officer for punishment 
by law. 


"Hoarding1, however, is another mat- 


ter and is wrong". 
By hoarding is 


meant the buying and holding- of larg- 
er supplies of food than customary in 
peace times. This is not only unneces- 
sary and selfish, but is an injury to 
the common good and may even imperil 
the winning of tho war. 
The govern- 


ment prohibits hoarding."

scribed as the Indispensable food for 
children and whenever the milk supply 
is limited the life and health of the peo-^ 
plu are imperiled. 


Tho. prububla effect of the war on the 


health and welfare of our children is 
best learned from the experience of tho 
European countries. 
1L i.s to avert such 


conditions as now exist in Europe that 
the children's bureau of the labor de- 
partment is pointing out tho necessity 
oi1 increasing; and conserving our in in* 
supply. 


In order to supply food to the alliu.'i 


this country must prepare to feed an 
ever increasing number. 
This can be 


done in two ways: by increased produc- 
tion or by decreased use of food. 
ii'ooU 


may be saved by eating less, by substi- 
tution or by elimination of waste. Nouu 
ot these methods will impair tho health 
oi' the adult. But the child cannot have 
its food curtailed. 
Neither is U wisb 


to attempt, except in case of cereal:;, 
substitution of foods, asserts the chil- 
dren's bureau. 


Before the" war the United States im- 


ported large quantities of milk products 
from the northern European countries. 
Likewise our allies and particularly 
England and Belgium depended to a 
large extent for dairy- products rrom 
these countries. 
Now this supply 
is 


completely shut off. The United states 
is compelled to not only give up ita im- 
ports but must be a large exporter ot 
these commodities to the allies. 


According to the bulletin of the bu- 


reau, the existing 
situation 
demand* 


that the number of milch cows -musi 
be increased in this country or the en- 
tire world will face the calamity 
ot 


milk shortage. The growing demands 
on the country for milk production has 
not been met by a corresponding in- 
crease in dairy herds. The per capita 
milk production in the-United Statea is 
now only about one quart including that 
used for all purposes. 
It has not in- 


creased since 1900 and, unless immedi- 
ate steps are taken to augment and con- 
serve the dairy industry, it will fall 
rapidly. 
. 
In Europe the milch cow has been 


sacrificed on account of the scarity of 
meat and the inability to get fodder. 
Similar conditions, it is asserted, no\v 
threaten the dairy 
industry 
in 
this 


country and, unless radical 
measures 


are taken to prevent it, the same situa- 
tion will obtain. It is an astomanlng 
fact, the department 
bulletin shows, 


that the price of feed has increased re- 
cently from 100 to 200 per cent, while 
the price of milk has 
advanced 
not 


more than 20 per cent. As a war meas- 
ure immediate action is imperative to 
save and further the country's dairy 
industry.

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THE FATE OF POLAND 


When we see the thousands of Poles 


in this city turn out to church on Sun- 
day accompanied by their little chil- 
dren, we are led to reflect how many 
of them must carry a load of sorrow 
In their hearts as a result of lost par. 
ents, brothers or sisters in the war 
lone in poor, stricken, war swept Po- 
land. 


To these people our city has indeed 


been a happy refuge, for were they at 
home in their own land most of them 
would undoubtedly be dead. Many of 
them uould have been killed in battle 
and many others in the wholesale de- 
struction ot towns and cities, or per- 
haps by exposure or starvation. 


While we hear a great deal of the 


sufferings of Belgium, terrible though 
they have been 
and are even 
at 


present, yet Poland as the country 
over which the armies of 
Germany, 


Austria and Russia .repeatedly ad- 
vanced and retreated, has suffered im- 
measurably more. Her plight In large 
areas has reached the point of utter 
extermination. Is it any wonder that 
in all Poland today there is not a 
child under seven years of age and 
very few of ten years? 


The Polish race prior to the opening 


of hostilities in 1914. numbered about 
25.000,000 people, but while it is, im- 
possible to state with accuracy mow 
many remain today, yet it is estimated 


- that from five to eight millions have 


boon wiped out as a direct result of 
the war. 


It was the fate of unhappy Poland 


that it was the buffer state^the con- 
tinuous battle ground 
of the eastern 


battlefront over which for three years 
the armies of Russia and the central 


' powers, fought like the ebb and flow of 


the tides. When one retreated it de- 
etrojed everything that might he of 
use lo the pursuing enemy and 
the 


O-rnuins, more destructive and fiend- 
ish than the Russians, swept every- 
thing with fire and sword, open pil- 
lage nameless outrage and slaughter. 
Thus, ncre burned :iOO cities and towns 
'and many thousands of villages with 
Churches, schools, hospitals, and the 
%iomes of Ihe people all reduced to 
Jie«ipb of ruins. It Is estimated that 
the property loss in Poland since the 
beginning of the war has been eight 
billion dollars or one billion less than 
the total wealth of Belgium before the 
war 


Is it any wonder that all the children 


are dead? Is it any wonder that with 
the children have perished millions of 
women, aye and also millions of men, 
tortured by cruelty, broken by despair 
and want, left without relief or the 
ibssibility of succor? 
Poland has been unable to make her 


sufferings Known lo the world because 
cut off from communication by mall 
and because Ihe afflicted were unable 
to escape from the country to a place 
of refuge. 
With Belgium the case has 


been different. Many of the Belgians 
were able to escape to other countries 
and tell Ihe story of their sufferings, 
while Cardinal Mercier,' the 
fearless 


defender of his people, made the ruth- 
lessness of Germany known 
to 
the 


world and defied the Huns to silence 
or kill him. but poor Poland, swept 
by the ruinous tread of armies, swept 
by fire, by pestilence and starvation, 
has suffered untold agonies in silence 
and without being able lo make her 
tribulations known to the outer world. 


In a ihk-kly settled land formerly 


railed tho granary of Europe, and as 
larse as New England with the slates 
of New York, Pennsylvania, Delamare 


11 nil Maryland combined, the havoc and 
devastation wrought by three years of 
the titanic struggles there maintained, 
ran hardly be conceived by those who 
know not. what such operations mean. 
It is the nearest thing to extermination 
that can 
lie imagined and an ordeal 


from which undoubtedly death might 
bo a welcome relief. 


Such is tlie fate of the Poland of 


<oday which Germany now tantalizes 
with Ihe promise of freedom, but well 
do the Polish people know that the 
only 
freedom 
which 
Germany will 


srant will be the vilest form of ex- 
ploitation and robbery for 
her 
own 


jiBgrandizement. The Poles well know 
tiie barbarous methods she adopted to 
prevent an increase of population in 
the provinces once known as German 
Poland, but now an integral part of 
Cermany where the Poles are robbed 
and discriminated against unless they 
adopt German names. 


The case of Poland furnishes another 


Instance of what reAl war. and real 
German "kultur" means. It is a reve- 
lation of licmliKhncss that runs counter 
to every Christian principle and every 
law of .justice upon which our njodern 
civilization has been founded. And to 
make this "kultur" universal is what 
is meant by Pan-Germanism.

plentiful and should be boug-ht by the 
public instead of the relatively scarce 
haddock, according to a report submit- 
ted by James J. Phelan, chairman of 
the sub-committee on' fish and poultry 
of the state 
food 
administration, to 


Food Administrator Endicott yesterday 
afternoon. 


Furthermore, Mr. Phelan announces 


that his committee has received infor- 
mation from the fishermen that flound- 
ers may be expected in large quantities 
about April 1 and suggests to Massa- 
chusetts 
people that 
they consume 


these excellent fish, adding" that New 
York receives the larger percentage of 
this catch because of the small demand 
for it here. 


Mr. Phelaii's report closes 
with 
a 


warning to consumers about insisting 
upon the use of comparatively scarce 
fish instead of using1 the plentiful sub- 
stitutes. He calls attention to the suc- 
cess of the "whiting" drive, which re- 
sulted in the sale of 150,000 pounds in 
industrial centres recently. 


His report in full follows: 
"As you have undoubtedly noticed, 


and as we have been expecting" with the 
better weather and other improved con- 
ditions in the fishing trade, 
the fish 


catch is increasing and gradually cer- 
tain fish are becoming more plentiful 
in the market, with the 
result 
that 


prices are dropping. It is our expecta- 
tion that even lower prices . will and 
should prevail as 
conditions further 


improve. 


"Just 
at 
present codfish are more 


abundant and prices are more reason- 
able; in fact, they are much lower than 
has been the rule for the past four 
months. There is yet a scarcity of had- 
dock, but we believe this condition is 
improving. 
"We would, however, call to your at- 


tention that the public would do better 
at this time to order cod in preference 
to haddock, or until such time as had- 
dock becomes more plentiful and prices. 
accordingly, lower. In fact, we thihlc 
that the public should have impressed 
upon them the necessity of watching 
market reports through the daily news- 
papers and confining their purchases so 
far as possible to the fish that such re- 
ports indicate as more plentiful. 
After 


all is said and done, no matter how 
much price fixing and adjusting may bo 
attempted, the old law of supply and 
demand must and will eater into the 
question. 


"Furthermore, we would point out, 


an we have tried to repeatedly during 
the past six months, that there arc 
quite a few fish caught In 
plentiful 


quantities in season off our own shores 
that have been consumed very little 
heretofore within the borders of our 
state. 


"Whiting was one of 
these, 
upon 


which we recently made a drive b&i 
cause of its low price, resulting1 in the 
public 
of 
Massachusetts 
consuming 


some 150,000 pounds, all of which was 
obtained at a figure which was then 
lew for fish in the market. The con- 
sumption of this flah, therefore, in Mas- 
sachusetts was practically nil. 


"\Ve are now told by the fishermen 


that we can expect a fairly large sup- 
ply of flounders about the iirst of April. 
1 n the past Massachusetts 
lias con- 


sumed very little of this sea product, 
with the result that a largo percentage 
of the flfih has been .shipped to New 
York and other points out of the state. 
H is really a very wholesome lish and 
at the right price should bo used to a 
greater extent in Massachusetts. 


"Jn a word, whether it applies Lo fish, 


or any more food commodity, if tho pub- 
lic are going to insist upon obtaining 
that which may be scarce, it .is to be 
expected that they will be obliged lo 
pay higher prices. 
Our suggestion to 


Ihe public would bo in every Instance, lo 
turn to tho substitutes and in doinff so 
select tlie tuibstitute that may be most 
plentiful 
and for which a 
relatively 


lower price, because ot" the greater sun- 
ply of the product, should bo^paid,"

Hiss Givenwilson is a slender girl

She and her most efficient corps 
of young- women are soldiers in the 
true sense of the word. They work 
until they drop from exhaustion and 
bear hardships that the average Amer- 
ican woman cannot understand, much 
less endure.

and making way with them as they 
slowly wended their way back to the 
end of the line again.

This bread, which is rather hard of 


crust, is sliced usually by a German 
prisoner, many o£ whom are detained 
to clean up the hut. 


The sandwiches are then spread by 


the girls sitting- at a long ta-ble. T 
spread one thousand sandwiches with 
cheese paste on Christmas day and 
the others did better than I, for being- 
new I was not very expert. 


Every boy tries to stop a moment to 


say something to the girls at the coun- 
ter. ^Indeed, one young chap said to 
me. "I am not always hungry when I 
BO to the hut, but I get so homesick 
to talk Americanese with an American 
girl, that I just go over and buy a 
sandwich for the excuse of saying, 
'Gee, but you're looking fine this morn- 
ing, you must have had a IrMer from 
home.'" 


Everyone of the young women In 


these canteens is working 12 hours 
a day, quite as hard as the soldiers 
that are drilling outside, and many 
of these girls have had maids to do 
their hair at home. 


And yet you seldom :hear a word of 


complaint over the hardships they are 
enduring. 


When a girl begins to complain you, 


can be sure she will not stay long; 
she is better off back here in America, 
where she can find fault because'Mr. 
Hoover has asked her not to cat whitt 
bread or some other little sacrifice.* 


It is the American spirit which you 


will flnd permeating those girls who' 
work over there in the Red Cross as 
thoroughly as it does our soldiers, and 
"t makes one proud not only of beinff 
an American, but of being an Ameri- 
can woman.

Seattle, Wash., the west thus holding

Sara. The Seattle boats were each of 


tonnage of 8SOO and cost $1,400,000 


apiece. 


The builders of steel ships on the 


Clyde river in Scotland, 
where they 


are supposed to set the pace for the 
world, take from 6 to 12 months to 
complete a vessel. 
They are old-line 


ship builders, of whom there are many 
in this country too. They* have their 
shops right .near the ways and the 
steel plates are punched and sheared 
and fitted and riveted right in these 
shops. 
This is a sound method, but it 


is also a slow method. 


When Genera] Goethals was general 


manager of the fleet corporation 
he 


called practical steel men into consul- 
tation, as well as practical shipbuild- 
ers. 
He knew that, for steel bridges 


and Bteel skyscrapers, most of 
the 


material was not only manufactured 
according to specifications right in the 
mills, but was also put together to a 
considerable 
extent 
before 
it 
was 


shipped. 
Visualizing a steel ship as 


nothing but a steel skyscraper laid on 
end, Goethals had the experts figure 
on quantity production. 
It was the 


only way to assure speedy production. 


That is the beginning 
of 
the so- 


called fabricated steel ship of which 
the American 
public 
has 
heard so 


much. 
It simply means a ship the 


yards. 
The fabricated ship will have 


quito a fiat bottom and the lines along 
the middle of the vessel will be quite 
straight. 
The scheme is to have 


little curvature as possible, thus ex- 
tending the middle part of the ship as 
far as possible 
stern. 


The parts for

will be punch&d, sheared and riveted 
in tho yards, Just as the old-line ship- 
builders do it.

He already has the war cross with 
palins.
